Mr. Donahue advises: 


KTGHT OP CHALI/EITOE. 


First—That any elector of the coun- 


ty has the right to take up a position 
within the polling place so long1 as he 
conducts himself with decorum, for 
the purpose of interposing- challenges 
to voters, and that no police officer 
or other person has any right to re- 
move such elector. 


JI/TJTERATE ELECTORS. 


Second—That 
no member of the 


election board has any right to as- 
sist an illiterate or disabled voter un- 
less the affidavit of registration 
of 
such voter shows that he is illiterate i 
or physically disabled, and that unless! 
a voter has declared in his affidavit! 
of registration that he is illiterate or 
disabled it is a crime for an election 
officer or any other person to accom- 
pany him to the booth. 


WATCHING THE COUNT. 


Third—An elector has a right dur- 
ing the counting of the votes to take 
a position !n the polling place where 
he can see the ballots counted and tal- 
lied and has a ..right to call attention 
to any miscounting or mistallying, and 
no police officer, 
election officer or 
other person has a right to eject such 
voter from the polling place so long 
as he «conducts himself in an orderly 
manner. The ballots must be count- 
ed in the presence of bystanders. 


CONDUCT OP COUNT. 


Fourth-—The ballots must be count- 


ed in ths presence of the board, they

SAN DIEGO, May 8.—A

A force of rebels, esti- 
mated at 250, under the 
command of C a p t a i n 
Sam Wood, is attacKing 
the town from the east 
and is o p p o s e d by a 
force of about 150 Fed- 
eral rurales and volun- 
teers. The sKIrmishing 
is now in progress i nTia 
Juana Valley. The bul- 
lets from the rebel 
forces are entering' Tia 
Juana and a decisive 
outcome is expected be- 
fore nightfall. 


The first skirmish occurred at 9:30

which prompted him to refuse the de- 
mand of tho insurrectos to resign, con- 
Jointly with the Vice President. These 
reasons are 
based on considerations 
having in view tha welfare of the na- 
tion and tho dignity of tho 
Govern- 


ment." 
General Diaz further affirms his will 


to retire from power as soon as he is 
convinced that there is no fear of the 
country being plunged Into anarchy by 
his act. 
He finished by making an 
earnest appeal to the whole nation to 


help toward the restoration of peace. 
This manifesto is inspired, 
he says by 


tho "highest ^sentiment 
of- patriotism 


and sincerity." 


A distinct feeling of optimism regard- 
ing the Mexican situation pervades ad- 
ministration circles today.

for ' protection in 
Oakland and 
$3000 


monthly In San Jose, according to Tick 
Lee, self-styled fiscal agent for the Chi- 
nese Six Companies. He made .this state- 
ment to District Attorney Franklin Swart 
of San Mateo county, after he had offered 
him $1050 a month for similar privileges 
in Vlsitaoion Valley.

Deputy Sheriff John Shields, whom the 
district' attorney had secreted behind a 
revolving bookcase in his office in the 
courthouse at Redwood City on'Saturday 
afternoon.

Hynes adduced from the man tho fact 
that Quartoroli was not a citizen of the 
United States and also that he drove a 
wagon around and sold liquor wnerever ne 
could find a customer. He also stated to 
tho board that he did not think it was 
well to grant to a person who was not a 
citizen of the United States a permit to 
sell liquor. It was also branded repre- 
hensible toi Quartoroli to sell liquor in 
various parts of the county because no 
such authority was given under the coun- 
ty license which had been issued to him, 
Robert Bonner testified that Quartoroli 
bore a good character. 


Supervisor Foss stated that if Quar- 
toroli had given the boy liquor In his 
house, he would be against him.

CLIMATE ATTRACTS. 


"Several hundred families are attracted 
to Berkeley every season by reason of 
the summer session of the University of 
California, and the establishment of a 
summer session of our 
public schools 
would bring hundreds more. In this in- 
stance It might be well to emphasize the 
advantages of our polytechnic or manual 
training department, as children coming 
from districts where such facilities aro 
not available would 
highly 
appreciate 
these opportunities. 
"Parents here as well as elsewhere 
are beginning to protest against numer- 
ous holidays and long vacations, and 
not a few of the children of our own city 
would be glad to continue their studies 
through the pSeasant summer months.

The boss claims the right to control 


The. con- 
trol and distribution-- will-be secured 
by him if the election leaves him in a 
position where he can .name the Civil 
Service Commissioners. The installa- 
tion of the boss' creatures as Commis- 
sioners maKes the rest of the g'ame 
easy. 


Political bossism and professional 


gambling are inseparable companions. 
If a political boss is installed in power 
fey the aid of the professional gam- 


blers who have hitherto enjoyed im- 
munity from any real interference 
with their unlawful business, the de- 
duction is irresistible that the continu- 
ance of boss authority assures the ap- 
pointment of a complacent and accom- 
modating-head of the police depart- 
ment who will carry out in future the 
policy which has prevailed in the past 
in the case of the big and "hig'her-up" 
class of gamblers. 


Tomorrow, therefore, the people 


must determine whether they or the 
boss and the gamblers shall rule this 
city for the next four years. 


The voters will be called upon to de- 


termine, also, whether they respect or 
repudiate the agreement with the an- 
nexed district. They approved the 
agreement unanimously when it was 
made. To ' stamp the community as 
honest, honorable and consistent will 
be to fulfill the agreement at the ballot 
box tomorrow. To repudiate the agree- 
ment will be to brand the citizenship 
of OaKland as inconsistent, dishonest 
and dishonorable, maKing* s o l e m n 
promises to accomplish a political re- 
result and smashing them, after that 


result has been attained, to g'ratify the 
purposes of a political boss. 


But it is up to the people tomorrow 


to determine whether they will prove 
false to their pledges or whether they 
will Keep the faith with the annexed 
district by honoring the bond-given be- 
fore the annexation election. 


If OaKland repudiates its obligation 


to the annexed district, how can it ex- 
pect harmony to be preserved in the 
community after such a base betrayal 
of trust? 


Much political capital has been made 


for the so-called progressive ticket on 
the false claim that all of the public 
improvements made in OaKland in re- 
cent years have been accomplished 
through its .membership. 


Were these improvements initiated 


by the progressive ticKet, or in re- 
sponse to an irresistible popular de- 
mand and the pressure of an enlight- 
ened public opinion? 


Who voted the money, pray, to de- 


fray the cost of carrying' out these im- 
provements? 


Was it the candidates on the "pro- 


g'ressive ticKet," or the people who fur- 
nished the coin ? 


The tax bill of every property-owner 


tells the story more eloquently than 
anything' else can. If the money of the 
taxpayers has been poured into the 
public treasury without stint and with- 
out serious complaint, it is no reason 
why they should surrender to their 
paid stewards the credit which is their 
own due. 


To the electors of OaKland, THE 


TRIBUNE can do no more on the eve of 
this most important of all municipal 
elections in this city than to appeal to 
them to respect their pledges to the an- 
nexed district; to rebuKe the self-as- 
sertive a r r o g a nee and nerve that 
transfers the credit for what the peo- 
ple have done themselves through the

Peace in Sight In Mexico. 


It will, indeed, be surprising if peace is not restored in Mexico 


without delay, now that General Porfirio Diaz has issued a manifesto 
to the people announcing his intention to resign the presidency when 
order is established. His reason for not resigning immediately or 
lor reserving the right to be the judge of the psychological moment, 
is thus expressed in his own words: "When, according to the dic- 
tates of my own conscience,'I am sure that my resignation will not 
be followed by anarchy/' He disclaims any desire to retain the 
presidency through vanity or love of power,, which has at this time 
no attraction, as it is accompanied by tremendous worry and re- 
sponsibilities. His course, he asserts, has been prompted by a. 
desire solely to conserve the best interests of his country. He scorns 
resignation tinder compulsion. He makes a final appeal to the pa- 
triotism of the people and calls on them to co-operate for the peace 
and progress of the nation. 


The manifesto is addressed to the,Mexican people. Only an 


incidental reference is made in it to the revolution. Copies of the 
instrument have not been sent officially to the revolutionary leaders 
or their agents. In this way Diaz saves his pride, .his honor and 
his dignity. 
' 
. 


Considering Diaz' advanced'age and the great service, he'has 


rendered to Mexico, the revolutionary leaders undoubtedly over- 
btcppcd the mark of reason when they peremptorily demanded his 
immediate resignation as president, as the chief condition of laying 
down their arms. It was too much to expect of a man of his great 
age, after being elected eight times president, to commit an act of 
self-abasement. As a matter of fact, in the regular order of.human 
evcMs. Diaz cannot be expected to live much longer, and having 
yielded the more essential points for the political reform of the na- 
tional government, the insurrectos could have well-afforded to let him 
remain"chief executive for the rest of his days- 
Now that he has ex- 


pressed his willingness to lay clown-the cares and responsibilities 
of the presidency as soon as peace is restored and the country is 
secured against an era of anarchy, this is probably what will now 
happen. Diaz has done too much for .the good of his country to 
warrant the setting of his star under,, a cloud. 


Perhaps Governor Johnson will write another letter explaining 


why it is proper and'necessary that County Treasurer Mike. Kelly 
should" make himself the boss of the city government of Oakland. 


Berkeley turned down every one of. the bond propositions for 


necessary improvements: 
Evidently the so-called "progressives" 


stalked, for the greater number of them do not appear to have taken 
enough interest in the election to visit the polls. The result seems 
to indicate, however, that having been thrown out of office and 
losing control over the proposed bond issue they decided to deprive 
their successors of the privilege of spending the money. If so, they 
proved themselves to be bad losers. The failure of all the bond 
propositions forces Berkeley to, put up with present conditions for 
another year, however urgent the improvements included in the 
list may be.

Thursday of last week. ' During the in- 
teresting discussion that ensued Con- 
gressman Kr.ov/land made 
one of the 


principal arguments against increasing 
the membership of the House. 
Frc- 


uuent 
interruptions 
occurred 
during 


Knowland's .remarks and many interest- 
ing facts were brought out, showing the 
grctit conCsion that frequently exists in 
the House witli its present membership. 
The Congressional Record 
of April 27 


contains the following stenographic re- 
port of the running debate: 


AGREES WITH SHARP. 


Mr. Knowland. . Mr. Chairman, I sel- 


dom asree with gentlemen on the other 
side of the House, but upon this occasion 
I heartily concur with the remarks of the 
gentleman who has just taken his seat 
(.Mr. Sharp). 
Were I to consult only selflsh interesta 
I would probably be in favor of the bill 
as it is reported to the House. If the 
House retains Its present 
number of 
Representatives, California will gain two 
additional members. If the membership 
Is Increased by 42, as provided In tho 
pending bill, the State of California will 
be entitled to three additional members. 
But I feel that this is a question broader 
than the selfish interest of any State or 
congressional district. 
[Applause.] 
In 
determining",' a question of such vital im- 
portance, touching as it does the very 
dignity and reputation of what we are 
pleased to term the "greatest legislative 
body in the world," we shoulci be influ- 
enced by the highest and most patriotic 
motives. 
I do not believe there Is a member on 
either side of this chamber who would 
contend for one moment that the present 
House of Representatives should be en- 
larged were it not for the fact that by 
retaining the membership at its present 
number certain States whose populations 
are dwindling would lose a part of their 
representation. I regret that the pending 
measure docs not contain the amendme"t, 
embodied in the bill reported at the last 
session by the gentleman from Indiana 
(Mr. Crumpacker). 
That amendment, 
which Is again to be offered, provided in 
substance that as soon as the Fourteenth 
Decennial Census should be completed, 
10 years hence, and after each subse- 
quent census, the Secretary of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor should 
ascertain 
the 
population 
of 
all 
the 
States and each State separately, which 
afe'R'regnte population should be divided 
by the number 430, and that the quotient 
of such division should be the ratio of 
apportionment of Representatives among 
the several States. 


FUTURE INCREASES. ' 


In other words, although the Census 
ommittee at the last session reported In 


terest manifested by ceran memers n 
retaining their 
seats, 
the. committee 
voted that the reform should commence 
ten years hence. The Republican caucus 
at that time refused to indorse the com- 
mittee's report and voted to retain the 
House at Its present membership. 
For one I am in favor beginning tne 
reform now, and for that reason shall 
cast my vote, in favor of retaining the 
present membership.

I do -.not believe there has ever been 
a session of Congress — at least not dur- 
ing the seven years I have been a mem- 
ber of this House — where there has been 
as much confusion as has existed during 
the present session. I am not partisan 
enough to charge that it is because the 
House is Democratic, but I have taken 
at random a number of the Congres- 
sional Records of this session

In that connection I have had occasion 
to go into this somewhat In detail. As 
has already been stated, the additional 
amount for salaries would be $315,000.

Russian law is acknowledging the claims 
of women. 
Though the peasants are 


as obstinately against them as ever, the 
professional classes are getting 
things 


done. 
The flunia has now under its con- 


sideration a private bill for the regula- 
tion of women's Inheritance laws. Up till 
now women who have brothers living- CEUI 
Inherit only one-fourteenth part of their 
parents' real estate and one-eighth 
of 


personal property. 
Half-sisters and girl 


cousins have no rights at aU so long,as 
their brothers 'are living. 


Two years ago twenty-three members 


introduced a bill to let women enjoy the 
same rights of Inheritance 
as 
.their 


brothers. 
As usual, the peasant depu- 


ties voted 'against it, but it managed to 
iro into committee. 
The committee has, 


now -framed amendments to the bill by. 
which, sisters enjoy the same rights as 
their brothers when the par_ent dies in- 
testate. 
Thought they cannot do so In 


the case of a will being made, the tes- 
tators will now be allowed to leave their 
daughters more than one-fourteenth or 
one-eighth part, on ^condition that their 
shares do not exceed the brothers' or 
tii& mothers*—an impossibility at rpres- 
etu. 
AYlien the bill becomes law it will 


make things far. better for Russian wom- 
en, but its opponents fear. It will cause 


family estates to be broken up in -a. cou- 
ple of generations. 
The law of entail 


will also-be altered, so that heirs' can sell 
estates which hitherto have been unsal- 
able. 


In Russia no father can 'entirely disin- 


herit his children. 
The law invariably 


overrules a will where this has been at- 
tempted. 
A parent must leave his off- 


spring s. certain amount of his property. 
This Is a ^rellc of the old Slavonic com- 
munal system, when every acre of land [ 
was looked upon as lent to a. man for his ' 
lifetime rather than given' to him. So j 
the only way in which a man or woman! 
can be deprived of inheritance is by. im- j 
perial ukase of confiscation, when" the 
estate goes to .the czar. The imperial! 
family has obtained positively thousands! 
of miles of forest and arable land in; tliis !

vorltes and successful generals sometimes 
get gifts from this inexhaustible store; j 
and grand dukes who have Incurred the 
imperial displeasure by marrying com- 
moners not Infrequently lose their es-, 
tates.;by confiscation, to find 'them hand- j 
ed over -to - a court favorite.

Award Is the Largest Ever Let in- Pacific 


Coast City f@r Work of That 


The contract for paving Seventh street, 


let by the Southern Pacific company In 
conformance with provisions of the Sev- 
enth street franchise, 
to. the Oakland 


Paving company, is said to he one of the 
largest ever awarded for street work in 
a Pacific coast city. It is for approxi- 
mately 5300,000. 


Standard asphalt paving for that por- 


tion of Seventh street 
covered by the 


franchise, and in addition to this por- 
tions of the 
street at each end over 


which the company already held rights, 
Is included In the contract. 
The com- 


pany is having this work done at its own 
expense, as this w'aa the condition im- 
posed by th« property owners of Seventh 
street and the improvement club joining 
with the railroad in petitioning- for the 
franchise, and. without this the matter 
could not have been brought before the 
city council. 


The contract between the railroad com- 


pany and the paving1 company was signed 


Saturday, after a competition In which 
the Oakland concern was pitted against 
companies from as far north as Spokane 
and as far south as L.OS Angeles. 


The paving work will be started th^is 


week, as the contract calls for its com- 
pletion in practically six months' time. 
It will require an Immense force of men 
and teams. 


Simultaneously with the beginning of 


the paving, the Southern Pacific will be- 
gin transforming its steam road in Sev- 
enth street to an electric road, a portion 
of the scheme for electrizing its subur- 
ban lines in which an aggregate of $10.- 
500,000 Is being spent. 


The railroad 
company will probably 


haye its rails laid, its poles erected and 
wires strung1 ready for operation before 
the paving Is fully completed, so that byj 
the time the street is ready for traffic 
electric trains may be running the

State Statisticians Declare the 


Stork Is Dodging the 


White Race 


SACRAMENTO, May S.—Statistics pre- 


pared by the stuto. Board of Health on 
births in California since 1906 show that 
there were 535 more Japanese children 
born in 1910 than in 1906. The total in 
1906 (was 134, -while in (1910 719 were horn. 


The rate pt births among the Jap- 


anese shows a great increase, while the 
white race birth rate is decreasing. 


There, were 33.13S births in California 


in 1910, 
classified 
as 
follows: White, 


30,593; Japanese, 719; Chinese. 277; ne- 
go, 232; Indian, 17. The per cant of white 
was 55.0 for 1910. againsS 36.3 tar 190!>, 
96.S for 190Sr 97.7 for 1907 and 98.4- for 


0§; 
This steady decrease in the per cent 


of white births, or increase in the per 
cne of non-Caucasians, is due, so the 
board of health reports,, to the rapidly 
growing number of Japanese births re- 
ported in California. 


Compared with 719 for 1310, the Jap- 


anese birth totals were 6S2 in 1309, 455 
in 1SOS, ?21 In 1907 and 1S4 in 1906. Jap- 
anese, like other foreigners, are more 
prompt in reporting: births because of the 
fact that without the birth certificate, 
showing their nativity in this country, 
they would not be allowed t«s return in 
case in after years any of them, visit the 
native lands of their parents. 


The report issued by the board also 


shows that the race distribution of the 
20,417 births in 26 freeholders' charter 
cities in 1910 was: White. 19,566; Jap- 
anese, 434; Chinese, 226; negro, 189; In- 
dian, 2. In tho_ state outside the cities 
there were 11,721 births, classified 
by 


race as follows: White, 11,327; Japanese, 
28J; Chinese, 61; negro, 4S;'Indian, IS. 


In 1910 the white percentage was 95.8 


for chartered cities, against 96.S for the 
rest of the state. It has been tha rule in 
this state that the percentage of white 
births Is less for cities than outside of 
them.

•tho basis of hygiene they must enter tp 
a limited degrea into the teachings of 
that science, but not to the extent fre- 
quently practiced. 
In the higher grades 
a more extended course should be given." 
The following tabulation 
shows 
the 
number of pupils examined during the 
year, the number of each defect, the 
percentage of the most numerous defects 
and the results in treatment: 
Number examined, 1965; not- tabulated, 
97 ; referred to parents as needing aid, 
1868; 
defects in vision, 641, or 32 1-2 per 
cent; defects in teeth, 35, or 32 1-2 per 
cent; defects in nasal breathing, 369, or 
18 1-2 per cent; disease of tonsils, 369, 
or IS 1-2 per cent; .diseased glands, 327, 
or 18 per cent; adenoids, 290, or 14 per 
cent; defective hearing, 283, or 14 per 
cent; malnutrition, 87, or 4 1-2 per cent;

TUBERCULOS-1S VICTIM, 


Those classified under 
malnutrition, 
are only such as are suffering from it 
in a very marked degree — so much so 
that the probabilities 
are

most of them have tuberculosis. 
There 
are very many children undernourished 
— some from want of enough food, some 
from, too much and many from poorly 
prepared food. 
No record was kept of 
f.liese, 
In his report Foster says: 
"The "work, during the coming year 
should be extended along the lines of 
education. Thisi does not mean that the 
reparative work should be in the least 
neglected. 
On the contrary, it should 
be, carried on as extensively as circum- 
stances will permit; but we must depend 
on teaching children how to live and be 
well so that not only they but the com- 
ing generations will 
profit 
by 
their 
knowledge. 'No week should be allowed 
to pass without at least one period In 
each class is devoted to teaching hygiene 
and sanitation.
